authority to conduct a survey to determine the feasibility 
of a NISUR installation. Authority to conduct the survey 
was granted in Bureau airtel dated 4/21/72* Chicago airtel 
dated 5/1/72 set forth results of a survey conducted 4/28/72 
involving an extremely brief entry. Chicago recommended 
against installation of a NISUR but noted a TESUR was 
feasible.

Today I talked to Assistant Dli*ector AL BELMONT 
who advised that the Bureau is extremely interested in the 
full utilization of all investigative techniques, including 
those of "bag jobs," 

He stated that it is the responsibility of the SAC, 
ASAC, or the Supervisor in Charge to advise the Assistant 
Director involved and request authority for this investigative 
technique. He said briefly set out the facts of the case 
and the potential value of the operation and be sure there 
is no fishing expedition. We should be satisfied that proper 
planning has been put into effect in that the individual in 
the field who is making this recommendation is fully assured 

When such technique is used an informal memo 
should be filed in the SAC's office which will be available 
to the inspection staff, after which they can be destroyed. 
The same information should be sent to the Bureau in order 
that the proper officials can become cognizant. 

Only stable and dedicated agents should be utilized 
on this type of techniques

Captioned Washin^cton Star article alleged that 
while serving as SAC, Birmingham, Director Kelley approved a 
request seeking FBI Headquarters (FBIHQ) authorization for a 
bi'eak-in, between 1957 and 1960, possibly against a communist 
or Ku Klux Klan group in the Birmingham, Alabama, area. Review 
over the past 12 months of numerous files, indices and other 
material relating to surreptitious entries failed to locate 
any information indicating such action as alleged occurred.

reported on Augms,t-Jgfi» 1 ftTti^tha t a "knowledgeable source" 
said that while SAC, Birmingham, during the period 1957 to 1960, 
Director Kelley had approved a request seeking FBIHQ authorizati 
for a break-in, possibly against a communist or Ku Klux Klan 
group, 

INTD conducted reviews of numerous files, indices and 
other material over the past 12 months for information concernin 
entries end no information has been located Indicating the 
Birmingham Office ever communicated to FBIHQ a request to conduc 
an entry against any group, 

A review of FBIHQ file (66-2542-3) dealing with 
confidential informants, showing assignment of symbol numbers 
to all types of informant, coverage including "anonymous sources" 
and "highly confidential sources," failed to show the assignment 
by the Birmingham Office of any symbol number to activity which 
could be interpreted as possibly involving surreptitious entry 

A review of informant symbol number Indices maintained 
by the CI-5 Section of the INTD which records the assignment of 
symbol numbers to sources other than live sources (predominantly 
electronic surveillance matters) failed to locate any informant 
symbol number card for the Birmingham Office which could possibl 
be interpreted as referring to a surreptitious entry. Informant 
symbol number cards for the Birmingham Office in this file begin 
as early as 1943 « 

Fieldwide surveys of March 18, 1976, and April 13, 197 
for SAC knowledge of entry activity and for documents pertaining 
to entry activity, respectively, met with negative responses fro 
the Birmingham Office.

While review of available FBIHQ records failed to 
show any indication that the activity as alleged in the Star 
article took place or came to the attention of FBIHQ, the 
procedures and practices in recording information concerning 
entries were Fnich that the lack of information at FBIHQ does 
not necessarily indicate that information concerning the 
activity does not exist.

FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley, 
while serHag as special agent m 
charge of the Birmin^m, Am. field 
office in the late 1950s, requested au- 
thorization from Washington head- 
quarters for at least one break-ln» 
according to a knowledgeable 
source. 

The source, who formerly held a 
high position in the bureau, said that 
Relley approved the request for au- 
thorization that went to headquar- 
ters, based on a recommendation 
from the agent heading the hivesti- 
gatiott. 

The source said lie could not recall 
the investigative reason for the sur- 
reptitious entry request bt>m the 
Birmingham office. But he said it 
was made between December I9S7 
and November 1960 when Kelley wai 
special agent in charge there. 

ONE SEASON FOR the request, i 
hureaa official speculated yesterday 
could have been that in I9S6. about i 
year before Kelley took over the Bir 
mingham office, the FBI initiated it 
contrbversial counterintelIigeDC( 
(^ratiCMk. Cointelpro. Its first targe 
was the Communist party*U.S.A. 
and the official speculated that th< 
Birmingham office might have beei 
investigating a Communist group ii 
the area. Ae FBI was also activi 
against the Ku KIuz Rlan during tha 
period. 

Break<lns were among the faivesti 

Satlve techniques used by the bureai 
urlng Conintelpro •— a' concerted ei 
fort to harass, discredit and disnqi 
organisatifms that were considered 
threat! to the coontry. Cointelpr 
was ended in 1971. * . _ " i 

Kelley, tiiraagh a bureaa spoken 
man, did not deny the source's assei 
tion yesterday, but said he could '*m 
recall** requesting a surreptitiou 
entry while serving la Birmingham 
But. Kelley emphasized. "If I di< 
have a recoUectioa I would have a 
heiitaacy In admitting it" 

At tiie time the alleged requesi 
the source said. Kelley was "whole 
.heartedly in favor" of In^ak-ina a 
aa Investigative technique faa intelli 
fence laveatlfatiMia.

This memorandum was referred to me for comment at 9:34 a^m. on - 
Jun^ 10, 1977, by Mr. Revell, Executive Assistant to the Associate Director. v 

TiUe28, Code of Federal Regulations, Section 17.55, provides for a 
report to be made to the Security Officer of the Division (FBI); to the Security 
Qfficerof the Department; and to the Department Review Committee concernii^ 
possible compromise of classified national security information or material. 
There is no provision in that section calling for specific notification of the 
Attorney General of possible compromise of such information or material. 
Further, the three items described in the memorandum (Avers case; Chicago 
memo 8-20-76; and Kearney's Discovery Motion) apparently have been made 
available to the Department previously. My opinion is that if t hia memnrandiiw 
Is Intfindftd mprpiv to comnlv with the nrt^l^ii^nn of ^ft (;^y ji 17. 55 it n e^_gQt fae 
addressed to the A ttorney Ge neral in order to accomplish that purpose. If the 
memorandum has some other purpose which justifies it being sent to t he Attorney 
General^ such ntiigr ^j^irp nse could be more clearly e acpfess ed in order to avoid
